REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Prevention and control of forest fires is handled through a cooperative effort between 
town/city fire organizations and the State Forest Fire Service. 


Since 1903, when the first forest fire laws were passed by our Legislature, the State Forester 
has appointed someone in each municipality as a Forest Fire Warden and charged him with 
the responsibility of forest fire prevention and control within his town/city. This person may ask 
the State Forester to appoint as many Deputy Forest Fire Wardens as may be necessary to 
efficiently carry out his charge. 


The State Forester has divided the State into ten forest fire districts with a full time District 
Forest Fire Chief in each district. The State organization is charged with assisting the 
municipal forest fire organization in any way possible. 


State personnel conduct fire training schools, assist with forest fire suppression, fire cause 
investigation, prosecution of fire law violators and forest fire prevention programs. Forest fire 
suppression equipment is purchased through State bulk purchasing ability and sold to local 
forest fire organizations at one-half cost. Excess military property is obtained and turned over 
to town/city fire departments at no cost to local departments for conversion into fire suppression 
units. This cooperative arrangement between State and municipality has resulted in one of the 
best forest fire records in the United States with less than one-half acre of woodland burned 
in each fire reported.

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TOWN OF LANDAFF 
To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


In an effort to communicate more directly with the taxpaying citizens of Grafton County, we, 
the Grafton County Commissioners, are writing to you through your individual town or municipal 
reports. 


Last year (1978-79) the total county tax raised was $1,977,142.00. These monies were appro- 
priated by the County Delegation and administered by the Commissioners. Some of the ways this 
money was spent was in maintenance of our courthouse, nursing home, county farm, sheriff's 
department, jail and house of correction, social welfare, etc. 


The average number of patients in our nursing home is 140. The average daily census of the 
Jail/House of Correction is 25. We had a total of 349 inmates in the Jail and 114 inmates in the 
House of Correction during our fiscal year. 


In addition to providing food for the nursing home complex and agricultural services for the 
community, the farm also continually shows a profit. In our fiscal year 1979 the farm profit was 
$60,654, due in part to sales of pigs at $5,500, cows at $27,000, wood at $1,800, hay at $2,100, milk 
at $185,444 and produce at $48,129. 


We have completed Phase II-Design of the sewage project and anticipate beginning construction 
under Phase III in the spring. The total overall cost of the project is approximately $540,000, of 
which $400,000 is federal grant, $110,000 State share and $30,000 County share. 


We are making an effort to conserve energy, particularly in the courthouse building, and are 
taking a hard look at any modifications in this so called “modern” facility that will make it a less 
expensive consumer of fuel. 


A trial dispatching service was instituted for 16 area fire departments and probably will be made 
a permanent function during the latter part of 1979. A yearly fee is charged for this service. 


Grafton County employs 230 people of whom we are very proud. It is because of these people that 
Grafton County continues to operate efficiently and within budget. 


There are many other concerns that we, the Commissioners, deal with. We invite the citizens of 
Grafton County to take part in any of our regular meetings held each Monday morning at the 
courthouse in North Haverhill.

Landaff's Blue School has had considerable attention focused 
on it by its Board of Education. 


The Landaff Board of Education has focused attention and 
funding on the renovation of the Landaff School. The building has 
now been completely resided and painted and outside lighting in- 
stalled. Plumbing and heating systems have been put in good repair. 
Attention is now being focused on the grounds, fence and playground 
equipment. 


Miss Jean Wetherbee, a native of Lisbon and a 1979 graduate 
of Plymouth State College was hired as the teacher for Landaff's 
Blue School. She opened the school in September. In addition to 
Miss Wetherbee, there are the following part time support staff:

Mrs. Maryann Langdoc - Music 

Mrs. Jane McKenzie - Title I Aide 


Enrollment has fluctuated from 16 pupils in September to 19 
pupils in February. 


Efforts are being made to coordinate the Landaff curriculum with 
that of Lisbon as our elementary students at the 6th grade level go 
to Lisbon School to continue their education. Secondary students 
attend Haverhill Cooperative School District as well as Lisbon School 
District, depending on the location of their residence in the town 
of Landaff.

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SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS ANNUAL REPORT 


As Superintendent, it is with pleasure that I submit my 
annual report to the Board of Education and the citizens of the 
Landaff School District. 


During the past year (1979-1980), there were 19 resident 
students attending the Landaff School. Our tuition rate, which 
is established annually by the Board of Education, is $1,300.00. 


I am pleased to report average and above average educational 
levels have been maintained at the Elementary grades by the majority 
of our students. These positive notes are attributable to a con- 
scientious staff, backed by strong parental support. 


More specifically, our achievement testing indicates that we 
are on or above national norms and have increased scores in two 
critical areas, English and Math. We are anxiously looking forward 
to the spring testing to see if programs continue to show growth. 


Our progress thus far is attributable to the excellent support 
we have had from each of the Boards and the long hours of curriculum 
work carried out by parents, teachers, and administrators. It is 
our belief that the finished product will bring the children of our 
districts closer together in curriculum in key educational areas and 
produce more substantive educational programs. 


TD THEeT 


Title I of the Elementary and Secondary Education Act is de- 
Signed to provide Federal money to local school districts for 
additional services for students who are experiencing academic 
difficulties. 


A needs assessment was completed last spring in order to 
determine where the emphasis of the program should be concentrated 
for the next three years. An application, based on the needs assess- 
ment, was submitted to the State Title I Office for approval. 


This year, one tutor and the shared services of a home-school 
coordinator are serving needs of the identified students in grades 
one through five in a Reading and Mathematics tutorial program in 
Landaff. In keeping with revised Title I federal guidelines, a 
project-wide advisory council was established. The council consists 
of elected representatives from each school. Activities and programs 
to meet parent needs are held throughout the school year. 
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LIBRARY AND STAFF DEVELOPMENT 


The Assistant Superintendent's office has secured the release 
of $7,600. (7599.86) in Title IV-B funds previously applied for 
under the Elementary and Secondary Education Act. Application has 
been initiated for an additional $8,700. (8697.03) from the same 
federal sources. This money will be used to support three year 
projects in the improvement of reading skills. The emphasis will 
be on funding library and learning resources material and instruc- 
tional equipment. In addition to the purchase of materials for 
individual schools, a School Administrative Unit #35 Media Center 
Interschool Loan System will be established to coordinate the 
sharing of materials and equipment throughout the Unit. Such sharing 
will provide access to materials and equipment the purchase of which 
might not be possible for a single district. Such a project is in 
keeping with the desire of this office to recognize the need for and 
the advantages of a high level of cooperation among Districts in 
the Unit. 


This office also has the responsibility of coordinating the 
Staff Development and Recertification Program for the Unit. The 
Staff Development Committee has written the Staff Development Plan 
for Unit #35 in accordance with recommendations made in earlier 
on-site reviews by the State Education Department. I wish to thank 
the Staff Development Committee chaired by Mr. David Stoddard, and 
coordinated by Mr. David Machell, Assistant Superintendent, for 
their many successful hours of work in this project. 


As I look into our educational future, I see continued 
educational growth coming from our experienced staff and fine young 
boys and girls. Our overall conscientiousness bound by strong 
community support can only move us forward. 


However, we have two giant enemies which viciously fight our 
maintenance of educational standards to say nothing of increasing 
the cost of them. They are inflation and short fall energy. As 
they grow more nationally and become more dollar demanding, the 
educational programs will come under increasing attack for reduction. 
We must not be forced into the position that proven programs are 
cut from our schools in order to pay inflationary bills. We must 
resist this reduction trap as a community! We must cut our energy 
consumption every way possible. We must lick inflation in our town 
for the eventual cost to our youngsters is immeasurable.
